THE CABLE SEIZURE. 
The armistice virtually ended the necessities of 
military censorship. The surrender of the German 
fleet is the complete act of German surrender. The 
allied forces soon will be on the Rhine and in 
control of the gate fortresses to Germany. Military 
_ censorship of news, consequently, loses its reason 
| All during the time when military operations 
worre being conducted and when there was neces- 
,sity for censorship, the cables were free. Such 
news as might be sent was carried by them without 
government intervention in the method. 

Now that fighting has ceased and that inter- 
national and national politics present the gravest 
questions, our government seizes the cables. 
George Creel goes to Europe. Burleson takes 
charge of the system of transmission of news and 
opinion, and if congress yields to amazement it is 
@mall wonder. 

If the cable systems were inefficiently managed, 
why did it take the government all the time of 
the war to discover the fact? Why was it neces- 
sary to wait until fighting had ceased and inter- 
national politics had begun? Why did the neces- 
sity arise five days after the armistice went into 
effect? Why did it arise at the moment President 
Wilson made known his intention of going to 
Europe? 

Congressmen would be extraordinaril; credulous 
if they accepted the stated government reasons for 
the assumption of control of the cables at this 
time. They are justified in the suspicion that an 
amazing attempt to influence American opinion has 
proceeded to the extent of sefzing the mechanism 
by which information, upon which opinion is based, 
is transmitted. 
‘< George Creel’s record in dealing with news and 
with the public is one of astonishing partisan 
enthusiasms. He says he does not intend to censor 
the news—that this is not his task. He does not 
have to censor. With Burleson holding the lines 
and Creel, with his staff of assistants stuffing them, 
censorship would be a superactivity. eee 
Intelligent men in congress fear this new and 
strange government act, and justly, because they. 
fear that President Wilson, going abroad, will be 
able to override al] congressional restraints, reduce 
congress to a condition of total inutility, and thus 
become virtual dictator of the fate and future of 
the American nation, possibly commit it to policies

‘a splendid boulevard extending from Grant park 
to Jackson park. And it should, of course, bear 
the name of Victory boulevard. 
The proposal to divide the adjoining parkway 
into five sections, each of which to be made a dis- 
tinctive tribute to one of the principal allies, is in 
happy accord with the genéral idea. In the cele- 
bration of American victories it would be ungener- 
ous of us to forget the immeasurably greater 
efforts put forth by our allies. To celebrate their 
achievements along with our own should serve, 
‘moreover, to cement national friendships, which, 
‘we may hope, will endure for generations to come. 
Capt. Adams’ suggestion ought to give a new 
impetus towards making a start on the south shore 
plan. It the boulevard provided by that plan is 
to be a commemoration of victory, there should be 
all the more incentive to settle the difficulties which 
have hitherto hindered progress.

ANTI-SALOCN LEAGUE THANKS WILSON 


Columbus, O., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
Legislation to enforce complete prohi- 
bition ot; liquor is now the big job of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America. 
This was the chief burden of the 
resolution passed and the final mes- 
sages given by the leaders at the na- 
tional conference, which adjourned late 
this afternoon. 


~o- 
The resolutions were presented by 
the board of directors, and were reai 
by Bishop James Cannon Jr., Rich- 
mond, Va, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South. They were unanimous- 
ly adopted, as follows: 

Congratulating congress and 
President Wilson on the passage 
of the wartime prohibition bill as 
a means of saving food for the 
supply of the world’s need. 

Commending the governor of 
the Philippines for his recommend- 
ation that the islands be made dry 
and requesting the legislature to 
comply with the governor's re- 
quest. 

Expressing the desire the date 
on which prohibition be put in 
effect might be made earlier than 
July 1. 

Calling for the election of dry 
legislators and executives «nd 
| warning against laxity in the en- 
| forcement of prohibitory laws. 

Advocating the putting of the 
regulation, of narcotics which are 
combined th alcohol under the 
restri of the anti-narcotic 
law. 

Urging a complete probe by con- 
gress into the “ brewery-newspa- 
per-pro-German scandal.” 


Concerning the army and navy the 
resolutions read: 
“ We most earnestly request that the 
standard adopted by congress in the 
of the law prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicants to soldiers and 
sailors in uniform and the practice 
of prohibition in every one of the mili- 
tary and naval camps be maintained 
for our soldiers and sailors when they . 
leave the United States. We fully 
recognize the inability of our govern- 
ment to determine the laws of the 
other countries, and we therefore urge 
that general order 77 be strengthened 
at once by striking out the exemption 
of light wines and beer, thus prohibit- 
ing by direct order the purchase, pos- 
session, or acceptance as a gift of all 
kinds of intoxicating liquors. This or- 
der should be made applicable to the 
navy as well as to the army. 
“We furthermore request in view 
of the attitude of the American people 
on this question, which has been tre- 
mendously emphasized by the adoption 
of the war prohibition bill, the Amerti- 
can government, either through the 
department of state or through the 
military authorities, request the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and France 
to issue an order prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicants by residents of those

charge to his home, within three months after 
the date of such discharge. .. .” 

The judge advocate general's office has 
interpreted this statute to mean that an 
enlisted man will be permitted to wear 
his military uniform from the station 
where he is discharged to his home, or 
to the place of his enlistment, provided 
the wearing of such uniform, conforming 
to this provision, shall not exceed a 
period of ninety days.
